A description of thia factsry may be of 


ir.t^rsst te the readers of the JocnmL. The 
factory, which is a five storr brick building, 
50 % S5 feet, is situated on 4th street, on the 
west side of the river; between tho main 
building and the river the dye-heuse [ brick 
also] is situati^d. 
The whole building is 


heated by steam. On entsring the dy» room 
one sees immense vats, aad also notices a very 
peculiar smell, that, while not positively of- 
fensive, is a little rank. In this room men 
were washing wool, boys were carrying it 
away and coming with more. 


Passing out of this room we go through a 


large finishinc room, where, without a click 
or a jar worked a sixty horse pewer engine, 
a&d a word about this engine, for it was made 
at home, across the street at J. 'W. West's 
ey's Foundry, where they manufacturs aa 
good engine* as at any place in tho country. 


Again taking up tho line of march with 


Mr. Blak-,-. who kindly consented to act as ci- 
cerone, we want up stairs ; here, ia » large 
room, stood thirteen Crooipton Looms, capa- 
ble of weaving any quality of cloth from 
broadcloth to sheep's gray ; the looms are 
also made for weaving wide measure. 


Up again another tlight of stairs and we 


are :n the third story, and here are the spinn- 
ing jacks at work—four of th»m—and eacfe 
jack equal to 240 old ladies with specks and 
snuff box. 


I"p stairs again, ana here the carding ma- 


chines are at work ; there are at present six 
machines already in operation. 
To describe 


this operation would be impossible for us.— 
Tnii room ii under the management of ifr. 
John "Wood, on old operative. 


One more flight of stairs to climb and we 


find oarsf.jves in the drying room and also 
where the wool is stored. There is nothing 
here save vast 
quantities of wool 
piled 


ap to the ceiling, and more spread out on the 
fleor. 


We huri passed through tbe w'aole building, 


which vary imperfectly we have tried to de- 
scribe. As y«t the factory is in an imper- 
fect condition, a&d there is much te do be- 
for* completion.; hut the proprietors are nol 
seen wh» do things by the halves and'thewool- 
en factorr in this city will soon be the most 
prosperous of any in the State. Operatives 
are constantly arrivixg from the East, and 
in a few weeks, at the furthemt, the factory 
will be running a full complement of hands. 
Success to these enterprising citizens who 
have taken tbe lead in this great work, and 
may every expectation be more than realiz-
